Suppression, there have been some 


statements made, on which I would 
like to comment. 

It has been stated that this dis- 
trict has had periods of little hail | 
over the years. This, of course, is | 
true of all districts, but to arrive 
at an evaluation of hail damage, 
in a reasonable period of time, one 
must consider the results over a 
group of districts. It must be quite 
apparent to all that many vicious 
storms developed to the west, the | 
past tWo years, yet none have swept 
to the Red Deer River as has been 
their custom. The damage in our 
area, indicates a weakness in our 
coverage under certain weather 
conditions. Every attempt would 
have been made to overcome that 
problem this year, had the electors 


given us a mandate to operate 
again. Please keep in mind that 
perfection is still on the horizon 


for many accepted services much 
older than ours! 

One of the writers in The 
Pioneey suggests that more — hail 


may result from cloud seeding. Our 
company's research indicates that 
possibly more hail stones will de- 
velop but each will be much small- 
er and very often soft as well, 
Numbers are not as important if 
the size and density render the | 
stones harmless. That condition, 
or the elimination of damaging 
nail, is the goal toward which we 
are striving.

Why then, isn’t the price of | 
a tractor refered to as the cost of | 
all the tractors in the area? Why | 
not do a little figuring on the cost | 
of insuring the crop in this area | 
with even a $10.00 an acre cover- | 
In place of $51,000 you will 
find a figure of over half a million 
dollars, and insurance is not a save | 
ing to anyone only an equiliza- 


tion of losses. Regardless of all 
the sums arrived at, the cost of 
Hail Suppression js still on a 10- 
cent per acre basis, 

In conclusion I would like’ to 
point out that Weather modifica- 


tion, in its different forms, has be- 
come generally accepted by many 
people and governments, the world 
over, There are areas which have 
contracted for Hail Suppression for 
the past cight years. Would it be 
out of place to suggest that if Hail 
Suppression js as ineffective as 
some claim, then these people must 
be exceptionally gullible. It is be- 
coming increasingly evident that 
“suppression” is no longer the lLs- 
sue — it is a case of complete 
elimination or not, and that ob- 
jective will only be reached by con- 
tinued effort, not by throwing in 
the towel after a year or two.

INNOCULATION of sweet clover 
seed before placing it into the 
ground is important. Inoculum 
may be purchased from any seed 
house. When ordering culture al- 
ways be sure to state what it is to 
be used for, as different legumes 
require different cultures. The 
bacteria jn the inoculum gradually 
die off and so a date is given on 
the container. 

Be sure that you use inoculum 
that has not been out-dated, Di- 
rections on how to apply this to 
the seed usually are on the con- 
tainer. Depth of seed is also very 
important, On the heavier soils 
the seed should not be placed deep- 
er than one-half to three-quarters 
of an inch. 

This of course presents somewhat 
of a problem when seeding sweet 
clover With a nurse crop, unless 
you have a grass seeder on your 
drill. The following procedure can 
be quite satisfactory where the 
sweet clover seed is to be mixed 
run thru 
the seed drill. 

First time over seed three quar- 
ters of the desired amount of oats 
depth for grain. The second time 
of the oats or barley with the in- 
noculated sweet clover seed and 
seed very shallow. with all the 
pressure off the discs or furrow 
openers. Either pull harrows be- 


mediately. This will help to cover 
any seeds that are not covered. 

This extra operation as outlined 
above will pay off in increased 
germination of sweet clover seeds 
and more uniform and hardy stand 
of the plants.

Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD J. FULCHER 


The cost of farm buildings to 


house livestock, store feed and 
shelter farm machinery is a big 
item in capital expenditures. In 


addition to this cost, maintenance 
can be high and cut deeply in the 
net returns from the farm. 


These buildings are constructed 
for a purpose and should adequate- 
ly do this. Barns are built for live- 
stock to provide shelter so that the 
rate of gain of meai animals will 
be increased. Buildings in which 
grain is stored should protect the 
grain from weathering and = sub- 
sequently decreasing in value. Ma- 
chine sheds are required to protect 
machinery from weather damage, 
due to sun, rain, ete. 

When building any farm build- 
ing these facts must be considered 
first, otherwise costly buildings 
may be constructed Which are not 
necessary or the opposite could 
happen With buildings not adequate 
for the purpose for which they 
were designed. Beef cattle for in- 
stance require only shelter from 
wind and storm; there is little need 
for insulated barns. In swine pro- 
duction, provision must be made 
for insulated warmer buildings for 
farrowing and for young winter 
pigs. 

The type of construction can 
mean a lot in maintenance in fol- 
lowing years. Foundations and 
floors must be well built. Repairs 
to these are expensive and gener- 
ally if they fail in any way the 
whole building is affected. The 
simple buildings, when the plan is 
idequate, w.ll serve well and = cost 
less jin construction and mainten- 
ance than the more elaborate ones. |
